a Well-Keewn 
Thisks About It. 

Epitor Gazette: In reference to 
Secretary Rusk’s communication to 
Mr. D. Hoffaker regarding the meas- 
urement of hay, it does not define 
anything more than the number oi 
cubic feet which make a ton of hay. 
It dcs.s not say how we are to get the 
nomber of cubic feet in the stack, and 
this seems to be the principal point. 
If it did do so, the rnle would pot be 
perfect, as one stack of hay will weigh 
more than a like stack of the same 
dimensions. How, then, are we to 
get the number of cubic feet in a 
stack of hay? Now, it is a well-known 
fact that no person can square a stack 
of hay accurately. That being con- 
ceded, there is no rule that will 
give nearer to the number of tons ina 
stack of hay than the one-third rule as 
known in this valley, and conse- 
quently this is the rule that should be 
maintained. It has answered our par- 
pose for twenty years back, and why 
depart from it now? Simply to please 
those who buy the hay? 

There is no blame for cattlemen 
buying hay as cheap as they can, but 
they should not expect 2,500 pounds 
(and in some cases more) ot hay for 
one ton now. My experience? in 
farming is that we must have $7 per 
ton for hay in order that we may be 
able to meet vur demands, and when 
we sell for less than the $7 per ton we 
run behind that much let it be 
more or less. The only remedy, then, 
is for the farmers to combine and see 
that justice is done them, and not for 
any other purpose. They can estab- 
lish a rule by which we will be gov- 
erned, and in all cases let the majority 
rule. They can meet annually and

attention of Congress to the neces- 
sity oflegislation for the protection | 
of the lives of rajiroad employes, | 
put nothing has yet b’en dore. 
Durivg the year ending June 30th, 
1690, 369 brakemen were killed and 
7,841 maimed, while engaged in 
coupling care, The total number 


of railroad employes killed during 
this year was 2,451,and the number | 


injured 22,590, This is a crucl and | 


largely a needless sacrifice, The | 
government is spending nearly one 
million dollars annually to save the | 
lives of ship-wrecked seamen. 
Kvery steam vessel is rigidly in- 


spected and required to adopt the 
most approved safety appliances. | 
All this is good, but how shall we. 
excuse the lack of interest and ef- 
fort in behalf of this army of brave 
young men, who in our lavd com- 
merce are being sacrificed every 
year by the continued uso of au- 
tiquated and dangerous appliances. 
A law requiring of every railroad 
engaged in interstate commerce 
the equipment each year of a given 
per cent, of its freight cars with 
automatic couplers to be used, 
would very soon and very greatly 
redace the present fearful death 
rate among roilroad employes.”

“l reat in a New York paper the 
other day,” said @ former mem ber of 
the bar of Luzerne county, !’a., “an 
item about a will récently admitted to 
probate in McKeesport, which only 
contained twenty-four words, and 
which, the item stated, was unique 

among wills, because of its brevity. | 
was was tainted by this that the shortest 
will on record is ome on file in the 
office of the Register of Luzerne coun- 
ty. That will, ineluding the signature, 
contains but nine words. It was written 
with a lead pencil on a half sheet of 
note paper, and is as follows 

‘Emily R. Miner is my heir. 

“‘Sapan K. MIvenr.’ 

“The will when found was enclosed 
in an envelope, which was indorsed: 
‘Read this when I am dead.’ The 
maker of the will was a blind woman, 
and was famous in her day as the 
‘Itiind Poetess of tlhe Wyoming.’ She 
v «sa dauchter of ‘lon. Charles Miner, 
whose ‘Histgry of the Wyoming Valley’ 
is among the rarest and most valuable 
loval histories ever written. He was 
also the ablest and best-known jour- 
nalist in Pennsylvania half a century 
a‘ro.

while they last. One of the worst 
known occurred im the year 1869. It 
was the first day of November, and the 


periencing beautiful weather. No 
breeze was blowing and the. harbor 
was stirred by scarcely a ripple. Even 
after it was all over, mariners on 
vessels lying a few miles out from 
shore said no storm of any kind had 
been experienced, yet the people on 
shore suddenly noticed the approach of 
a tide of unparalleled height and vio- 
lence which submerged the coast line 
far beyond the Ordinary mark and de- 
stroyed in its course much valuable 
property. On the tide’s ebbing, when 
the danger was supposed to be over, 
great sabmarine billows broke over 
the harbor and coast and beat furiously 
against the splendid new mole lately 
constructed for the protection of the 
port for the space of thirty-six hours. 
Receding, the immense waves un- 
covered the foundations of the mole to 
the depth of eight yards below the or- 
dinary water level, and, advancing, 


harbor, some of them sending their 
spray clean over Fort La:nouno—that 
is to say, more than one hundred yards 
high. These terrible shocks, repeated 
‘with regularity every minute, soon 
racked and rent the pier on the sea- 
side; in the space of a few hours great 
fissures on the top and on the side next 
the town became visible and its total 
destruction was seen to be inevitable. 
Before evening scarcely a vestige re- 
mained of the once splendii mole, 
which, on the morning of the same 
day, measured nine hundred yards in 
length and seemed to be able to resist 
the stogns of many centurics.

THE WAR CLAIMS 


Commiaegion of the War Department 
and two favorable reports from the 
Committee on Military Affairs. The 
claim passed the Senate in an appro- 
priation bill at the last session, snd 
although it was favorably reported by 
the ar Claims Committee of the 
House, it was stricken outof the bill 
in the last hours of the session by a 
conference committee. Ifiad the as 
surance of a large number of Senators 
and Representatives that they would 
assist in securing the passage of a bill 
for the payment of these war claims at 
this session of Congress. I have in- 
trodoced a bill for that purpose, and 
shall exercise all possible diligence in 
my efforte to secure ite passage. 

“The Chinese Restriction Act ex- 
pires next year, and legislation is nec- 
essary to coutinue the act in force and 
provide for further safeguards against 
the entrance of Chinese into this 
country. I lmve introduced a bill 
with that point in View,and will follow 
it up, because it must pass during the 
present Congress. 

“*T have been at work several years 
in perfecting a bill to amend numer- 
ous defects that have been develo; id 
in practice jn the mining laws. The 
bill passed the Senate twice, but failed 
in the House for want of time to con- 
sider it. I hope to have better luck 
this session. 

“Lam also in hopes that we shall 
be able to secure an a tion for 
public buildings at Reno and Virginia 
dl during the present Congress. 
Bills for that purpose passed the Sen- 
ate at the last seasion. 

“I find a geoeral disposition on the 
part of Western Representatives to 
ask the government to donate the 
lands in the arid region to the States 
and Territories in which they are lo- 
cated for the purpose of irrigation, 
bat I find great difference of opinion 
as to what limitations and restrictions 
ought to be contained in the legisla- 
tion. It is the most difficult question 
which I have been called upon to con- 
sider in' my whole legislative career, 
but I trust that a satisfactory result 
a be reached after full discussion 
and comparison of views. 

**L investigated the Walker River 
and Pyramid Lake Indian Reserva- 
tions with the Governor and other 
prominent citizens before my depart- 
ure for Washington. Two of the Com- 
missioners met oy oe to negotiate with 
the Indians for a reduction of the 
Pyramid Lake Reservation accom- 
panied us to Walker Lake. We all 
came to the conclasion that Pyramid 
Lake was the most desirable location 
for a reservation, and that if water 
could be obtained for irrigation, suf- 
ficient land could be brought under
